During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, March 22, 
the council voted to give the 
mayor some leeway offer- 
ing incentives to bring new 
business to the city. 

The council and mayor 
had been discussing the 


matter for a while now, and 
official action was taken 
this week. 

Upon recommendation of 
Mayor Tom Maddox, the 
council approved a list of 
potential incentives for new 
businesses to include: 

¢ Business license fees 
waived for the first year, 
pro-rated so that business-

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, March 22, 
city clerk Sally Bane had a 
lengthy list of announce- 
ments for council members. 

A really big and unex- 
pected announcement was 
that of an estate donation 
made to two city entities. 

Bane said the Elba Public 
Library and Evergreen 
Cemetery Board had been 
designated as beneficiaries 
of the Estate of Catherine 
Brunson Luening. She said 
the library and cemetery 
board would be receiving 
approximately | $400,000 
each from that estate. 

Bane said the city was 
working now to facilitate 
how best to get those mon- 
ies into annuity accounts 
for the library and cemetery 
board

Bane also noted the 
Pittman Foundation 
had made a donation/ to 
TigerTown Park. She’ said 
Elba Parks and Recreation 
director Greg Hanchey was 
looking to replace some 
swing seats at that play- 
ground with monies from 
the donation. 

While on the subject of 
parks and recreation, Bane 
said youth baseball and soft- 
ball was in full swing with 
practices. She said games 
would begin the week after 
Easter. 

The city clerk extend- 
ed a huge thanks from 
the city to Troy Regional 
Medical Center for pro- 
viding a COVID-19 vac- 
cination clinic in Elba last 
Saturday. She said due to 
Troy Regional, somewhere 
between 150-160 people 
received the first of two 
COVID-19 vaccine shots.

A Pike County Jury last 
week found former medi- 
cal doctor, Jean Senecal, 
guilty of two counts of 
rape — first degree; and 
two counts of sodomy —

He also 
previously had practiced 
medicine in the Luverne, 
Alabama area in Crenshaw 
County. 

According to the 
Twelfth Judicial District 
Attorney’s Office, the 
charges resulted from a 
joint investigation of the 
Troy Police Department 
and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.

* A 50 percent rebate of 
sales tax paid to the city 
[excluding the school’s por- 
tion of taxes] until an aggre- 
gate of $10,000 is abated. 
That amount would depend 
on the business and the 
expected sales volume or 
impact on the city and would 
have to be agreed upon by 
the council. Rebates would 
be paid annually for a maxi- 
mum of two years;

The Elba Board of 
Education met Tuesday 
evening, March 16, for the 
regular monthly meeting, 
and Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said the schools 
had a lot of activities going 
on right now. 

He said he met recently 
with his administrators, 
and the plan for Elba City 
Schools moving forward is 
to keep everything that is 
already scheduled for the 
end of the year as “normal 
as we would have in the 
past.” 

The superintendent said 
that did not mean there 
wouldn’t be instances 
where everyone was still 
asked to wear masks or date 
changes might occur to pre- 
vent to many happenings 
all at the same time, but 
overall, he said the plan is 
to keep things as normal for 
students as possible. 

“We dealt with a lot of 
students that had an abnor- 
mal end to their school year 
last year,” Moseley said. 
“We do not want that to 
happen again, if possible.” 

He said the school system. 
is still planning on allowing 
field days, awards days, and 
graduations as it normally 


would, but the administra- 


tion realizes it might have 
to be flexible with dates in 
order to be able to have the 
events. 

Another positive sign 
or ‘returning to normal’ 
for Elba City Schools 
was Moseley’s announce- 
ment that the band students 
would be leaving Tuesday 
evening, March 23, on a 
trip to Universal Studios in 
Florida, which had origi- 
nally been planned for last 
Spring but delayed due to 
the COVID pandemic. 

Also, he said the Jason 
Tucker was working now 
with the school’s show choir 
again to ensure the produc- 
tion of Disney’s Aladdin 
Jr., which also had to be 
postponed from last school 
year due to COVID, would 
proceed this Spring before 
Elba’s rights to the produc- 
tion expire. He said plans 
are for the show choir’s pro- 
duction of Aladdin Jr to be 
held late April or early May. 

After advertising recently 
for a new technology coor- 
dinator position for the 
school system, the superin- 
tendent asked the board to 
consider approving a salary 
schedule for the technology 
coordinator position.

Springtime is here — according to the calendar. It arrived 
last week during the depth of our latest cold snap. Folklore 
has it that South Alabama will always have an Easter cold 
snap but this one is a bit early in our thinking. Easter is 
just around the corner and we are probably going to still 
get that Eastertime early morning North winds in the next 
week or ten days. 


Alabama Attorney General Steve Marshall joined 20 
other state attorneys general in filing a lawsuit to block 
President Joe Biden’s attempt to kill the Keystone XL 
pipeline that was planned to carry crude oil from Canada 
to Texas oil refineries. The multi-state lawsuit was filed 
last Wednesday in the U.S. District Court for the Southern 
District of Texas. Those filing the lawsuit note that shortly 
after being sworn into office, President Biden revoked the 
Keystone XL pipeline permit through an executive order, 
They add that the president is not constitutionally empow- 
ered to cancel the international contract. The lawsuit con- 
tends that only Congress has the legal authority to approve 
or cancel the pipeline permit and under the Constitution. 


The debate over Daylight Savings Time (DST) heats up 
twice a year (when we are changing our clocks). This year 
a number of polls are showing a growing percentage of U. 
S. citizens supporting a move to ‘stop the change’ on the 
federal level. However, when you ask which way is best, 
with or without DST, the picture gets murkier. One group 
wants to keep DST or ‘fast time’ while’ another group 
points out reasons to completely do away with it. You can 
expect to see this debate go on fordnother year or so and 
a change will be made. A change to go full DST or back 
to regular time year-round is right now a flip of the coin 
chance either way. 


President Joe Biden’s advisers are reportedly planning to 
present a proposal to the president sometime this week that 
recommends carving his planned massive budget-breaking 
economic agenda into separate legislative pieces, rather 
than trying to push a package reported to be near a mam- 
moth $3 trillion package through Congress — on top of the 
huge economic rescue package just passed in Washington. 
We have no idea what will be in this huge spending pack- 
age (by a group already trillions overspent already) but one 
thing that keeps cropping up with the Washington bunch is 
highway and bridge updates all across the nation.

Code enforcement officer 
Bryson Dear also provided 
an update from his office 
during Monday evening’s 
council meeting. 

Regarding the FEMA 
flood buyout project, he 
said 18 homes had been 
purchased with demoli- 
tions completed on 16 of 
those. He said city employ- 
ees demolished nine and 
seven were demolished by 
a contractor due to asbestos 
issues. 

Dear said appraisals had 
been received on the lat- 
est 10 homes added to the 
project. He said these would 
pretty much conclude all 
the owner-occupied ‘struc- 
tures for the project, and the 
process would next move 
into rental properties. 

Dear said the code 
enforcement office cur- 
rently has 18 active prop- 
erty maintenance cases, 
which is down substantially 


compared to past dates. 
However, he said there 
would be potential for those 
cases to go back up some 
in the Spring as that always 
seems to be a trend. 

Dear did say he had made 
it a priority of his to get 
some older cases closed, 
and he had made some good 
progress with that. 

Dear said there are 25 
unsafe structures currently 
on his list, bringing the total 
for open code enforcement 
cases to 43. On a good note, 
he said the numbers had 
brought the case closure 
rate up by over 7 percent 
since June 2020. 

Also during his report, 
Dear noted that the coun- 
cil had been provided an 
updated flood plain ordi- 
nance to review. He said 
this is something the state 
is requiring, but it is not 
a major change for Elba. 
The council is anticipated 
to vote on the new flood 
plain ordinance at the next 
meeting.

and Emilee C. Davis, ele- 
mentary teachers. 

Also, the retirement of 
high school CNP manager 
Edith Sasser was approved. 


The resignations and 
retirements will be effec- 
tive at the end of the school 
year, according to the super- 
intendent. 

“T want to thank Mrs. 
Edith Sasser for all the 
years and time she has put 
into the high school lunch- 
room,” Moseley said. “She 
has been a blessing.”

BE A BARNABAS 

“and they sent forth Barnabas, that he should go as far 

as Antioch. Who, when he came, and had seen the grace of 

God, wasglad, and exhorted them all, that with purpose of 

heart they wouldcleave unto the Lord. For he was a good 


man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord.” (Acts 11:22-24) 


I like Barnabas! He was an encourager. His name means 
“son ofconsolation.” 

We know very little about him. He was a Levite from 
the island ofCyprus and the uncle of John Mark. But what 
made Barnabas so great was not his birthplace or back- 
ground, it was his character! 

According to Acts 4, Barnabas sold his property to sup- 
port the ministry of the early church. In other words, he 
was sold out to thecause of Christ. 

While we hear a lot more about Paul, it was Barnabas 
who brought Paul to the forefront of the church. In fact, 
when Paul was a young Christian, he went to Jerusalem 
attempting to connect with the disciples. But, because of 
his previous reputation they thought he was possibly fak- 
ing faith to infiltrate the church. It is in Acts 9 thatwe find 
Barnabas speaking up for Paul, ensuring them his faith 
wasindeed genuine. Barnabas was willing to risk his own 
reputation to help a person in need. 

In Acts 15 we find the famous dispute concerning John 
Mark. Inthe end, John Mark was restored...because Barn- 
abas refused to throw him away. 

Again in Acts 15, we read, “Barnabas and Paul, Men 
that have hazarded their lives for the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” This tells us that Barnabas did not take the 

ways of least resistance (thatis usually what makes rivers 
and men crooked). 

When it was determined that the disciples at Antioch 
would send financial assistance to their Christian brethren 
dwelling in Judea, Barnabas was one of the men entrusted 
to hand deliver the money. 

Barnabas was faithful, loyal, loving, selfless, and hum- 
ble. In aword, Barnabas was Christlike. 

Shouldnt that be every Christians goal? Absolutley! But 
we need toknow that Barnabas may not have always been 
as we know him. InActs 4:36 we find, “And Joses, wha 

Barnabas, (which is, being 
interpreted, the son of consolation) ...” Joses was just a 
common name, But after he was converted and devoted 
himself to the cause of Christ, the disciples noted his 
excellent character and changed his name to Barnabas. 
We don’t know what he was like before, but his post- 
conversion excellence was a by-product of the gospel at 
work in his life.

The Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Management Authority 
(CPYRWMA) recently replaced three rain 
and river level gauges in Coffee and Dale 
counties. The gauges replaced include 
Elba on State Highway 84E on the Pea 
River, Lowery Mill on County Road 215 
at Whitewater Creek, and Skipperville on 
State Highway 105N at the West Fork of 
the Choctawhatchee River. The new gauges 
are equipped with state-of-the-art radar 
technology and are critical gauges as they 
monitor rainfall and river levels on the Pea feo 
River and the Choctawhatchee. The gauges 
are a part of the CPYRWMA’s basin-wide 
Flood Warning System (FWS). 

The purpose of the FWS is to pro- 
vide timely, reliable, and accurate warn- 
ings of potential flooding in areas expe- 
riencing threatening weather conditions. 
Information from the FWS is dissemi-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: 


Section 1. Section 45-16- 
84.01, Code of Alabama 
1975, is amended to read as 
follows: 

§45-16-84.01 

(a) A Judge of Probate of 
Coffee County who is first 
elected or appointed on or 
after September 22, 2015, 
March 8, 2021, shall re- 
ceive an annual base salary 
of seventy-five eighty-five 
thousand dollars ($75,000 
85,000) per year. Except as 
provided in subsection (b), 
the salary shall constitute 
the total compensation pay- 
able to the judge of probate, 
and shall be in lieu of any 
salary, expense allowance, 
or other compensation pro- 
vided by law. The judge of 
probate shall be paid from 
the same funds and in the 
same manner as presently 
provided. 

(b) The annual salary pro- 
vided in subsection (a) shall 
continue to be adjusted 
thereafter as authorized in 
Chapter 2A of Title 11.

Last year was the first 
time CEC has cancelled an 
annual meeting due to a na- 
tional crisis. That difficult 
decision was necessary due 
to the rapidly emerging CO- 
VID-19 pandemic and the 
lockdowns that followed. 

Preparations for CEC’s 
annual meeting begin many 
months before the actual 
event; therefore, decisions 
have to be made early. With 
this in mind, CEC leaders 
did not see a safe way to 
hold a large in-person event 
again this year, especially 
considering a vast major- 
ity of annual meeting at- 
tendees represent those who 
are most vulnerable to the 
virus. As we all know, the 
pandemic was surging in 
late December and January 
when plans were being con- 
sidered.
